the Syria»s,and others, infamous in the ſacred Writ, to fly, (6) ag 
&c. Andthe Papilts, in their houre of Darkneſſe,an4 Saint Aſa» * © hs 
ries Church in* Oxford, To ſhelter their heads againſt the ſcalding «aa an4M 
lead, melted in the fornace of theirewn conceits , and guilty pa 1102, 
conſciences : for they heard a noiſe of fire onely, could ſee none, 
and yet they thought they ſhould be ſcalded to death with the 
droppings of lead meltedina fancyed fire of their owne imagi- 
nary, This is a Panick feare,afeare where there is no cauſe of fear; 
a/c, which Go Þ cauſcth the wicked to heare, His enemies 
and adverſaries to feele : the effects thereof, as we heard. 
2, There is a naturall feare, which all partake of, that partake 
ofthe ſame common nature : Nay all creatures that have ſenſe, 
have ſenſe of feare, feare of ſuffering, It is naturall ; The Beares 
willroare ; Ravens Crye; Doves Chatter ; Lambs Bleat ; The 
Swine are troubled in a windy night, though I read of Pyrrhos 
Hogge, that eate his meate quietly in the ſhip almoſt covered 
with waves, while the Paſſengers there were almoſt dead with 
frare: And I have knowne ſome men, who ſeemed to have no 
other ſenſe, but that ſenſe of feeling, fearlefſe men ; They feared 
nothing : But this fearleſwsſſe was not from any cleannefle and 
ſerenityot mind ; not from a true ſecurity and peace from with- 
in: but from a dead palſic rather, a ffwpor, a blockiſh ſtupidity 
upon their ſpirits.

1f /» bearerule in us, feare, when it 
comes, will command in chicfe too, and be exceeding : Weak- 
neſſe and wickedneſſe are the very eſſentialls, whereof it doth con- 
fiſt, the ſupporters of it ; and when it exceeds irs bounds, it be- 
comes 4 paſſion indeed : We faffer much by it,and aft or praftiſe 
in it, I know not how,but as men forfaken of all, wit and reaſon 
both. It cauſeth ſtrange andtrong motions within , no paſſion 
ſtronger or ſtrangec then feare doth. It is within us like foule 
weatherupon the ſca; It no ſocner riſeth and getreth maſtery, 
but it cloudeth our Heaven,and fils the ſoul: with thick miſts and 
ſmoak. The Apoltleſpeaks all in one word, Where feare i, there 
#rorment, (b) It is the very Rackofthe foule ; it Nayeth with- 
out aſword : Thy ſlaine men are net ſlaine with the ſword nor dead 
(-)j8 Battell, How then were they ſlayn ? with feave,that furpri- 

ed them before the Battcll, and did the part of an extcutwner 
before the ſword came. 

But that-is not the worſt; feare can doc a worſe office to x man 
then ſlay him ; It can put uscleane offffom Go Þ andfrom Day, 
and that is worſt of all. What baſe Cnifts will the ſoule ule when 
feare poſicſeth her? Feare of mans wrath, feare of lofle of goods, 
of good name, of liberty, of lite, will put a man upon the loſſof 
all ve roperly 00d; upon ſtrange adventures, upon deviliſh 
proj : It will daſh his ſoule upon this rock and the other, till 

hath ſplit binſclfe, and made /Jipwrack of rhoſe ineftimable 
treaſures,(which render a man rich in the loweſt tate, mdſe- 
cure in the greateſt danger) FA1TH and a good Co nvsct 
ENCE ; It will make a man ſeck for ſecurity from every thing, 
but where it ſhould : it will make him look to all means but ofe;

Could they have effeted ___ their minds, 
then the hands of the builders had been wrakurd from the worke - 
it had not beene done, (4) If you will do any thing for The Lon Þ, (4) vcr. g. 
keepe up your ſpirits,and keepe out ter intceblingPaſſion, 
which cuts a Mans finewes,renders him unfit for a&tion. When ' 
the heart finks,then the'hands hang downe, and the work, ceaſerh. 
If Nehemiah had given way to bafe and cowardly feare, he had 
done ſo and ſo,and freed. Beſides, he had given matter for an evill y-r.1;. 
report, That the adverſary might reproach him. 
Thus The Adverſary did anciently,So hee doth now, Hee takes 
the fame way ; his deſigneand end 15 the very fame with theirs;

They have been 
crucll to the living and tothe dead, and foare they to this day, 
Hiſtories Ancient and Modern,a cloud of witnefſes would croud 
in here to give evidence to what was laſt ſaid ; but it needs rot, 
all the world is fully ſatisfied in that point, for in alluſion to that 
which the learned Knight ſaith touching Hewry the eight of Eng- 
lond , T may fay touching the Papilts ; It all their Hiſtories were 
loſt ; if all the maſſacres, outrages, villanies of theſe mercileſle 
men were forgot and quite out of mind, they might be renewed 
and deſcribed forth to their life, out of theſe three yeares it 
concerning their praice in ireland, where they have (laine their 
brethren with a rage that reacheth wp to heaven, They have made 
that Countrey a Land of wrath, a field of bloud at this day. So 
they would make this Land alſo, that is their deſigne, we ſhall 
come to that preſently, for I will ſpend no more time, nor blot 
any more wy rg ing knowne how cruell they are, how 
they breathe forth threatnings, and how exceeding mad with 
rage : Papilts are the executioners of wrath, we need not then 
adde, T hey are grievous 4s wolves, ana fierce us ſhe-beares : thei 
Natures tuch, their Laws ſuch : their words and deeds, how 
hard and angodly they are,all the Chriſtian world , the heathen 
people alſo, all know and feele. Obſerve we then,

The OI (I take him fingle 
though hee bee many) againſt God, under a pretenceof being tor 
Him : he fights againſt the life and foul of our lives; he ſheds in- 
nocent blood re his Power ; hee treads the Righteousas mire in 
the ſtreets : doth what hee can to lay the Glory in the duſt, and all 
this he doth under a co/owr (but blood hath quite waſhed off the 
varniſh) of Advancing Religion and the glory : he hath engaged 
himſelfto ſubjeR our conſciences, our laws, our liberties, our c- 
ſtates, to a perpetuall ſlavery : but obſerve the manxer how he 
proſecutes all this for there 1s the abomination, pretending /iber- 
15 to conſcience; eſtabliſhment to lawes ; property in our goods; 
& afree enjoyment of all unto us,as to free men. Never was there 
fichathing as this heardof ſince man was upon the carth : nor 
was there ever an Hypocriſie ſo pellucide, fo tranſparent, that 
child laughs at it, ſees through it, as through the cleareſt 
A But The Lo ® Þ ſees it, Hee beholds iniquity and 
wrong, and hath taken it into His owne hand to Require it : 
which ſpeaks comfort to the Righteous, as it ſhould terrorsto 
the ungodly.

May we not truſt in the creature? in ineanesgthey may be faire 
and likely ; Ininſtraments, theſe are rag. and ipecious ; 
may we not truſt inthek ? 

No, Be theſe inſtruments or meanes never fo excellent and 
glorious, yet they arc but leſh,we muſt not truſt in them. Ne- 
ver d1% any wmantrom the beginning of time tothis Day, proſper 
that put iis trult in meanes, in inſtruments. Some truſt 11 cha- 
rets 414 {om in herſes, (6) And what of them? how ſpeede 
they? They are brought downe andfailen. (Cc ) nay, there 1s acurſe 
upon them, hat unfdin man, and make fleſotheir Arwe,"(4) 
Andthis cutic muſt needes overtake them , Fox their heart dt- 
parteth from the Lo RK v: Thien to refolvethe queſtion, we may 
etceme honourably of the inſtruments, but wee mult fet Go Þ 
wore them ;We muſt ſet Him on high, as we read before ; we 


mutt praiſe G op for them ; we mult not 1delize them ; we

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muſt uſe the meanes ; we muſt net truſt in them : we mult give 
the inftrument his due praiſe, but all the glory roGon. T 
1s another Quclition more worthie the reſolving. 

It is commonly (aid by every man, I doe ir»ff i» Go D, But 
wilt thou know, O man , whether thou doeſt as thou fayeſt? 
Try thy felte by this,and deale truly with thy @wne foule. Where 
art thou whenthe Lo «x » takes away the ffay ard the ftafe, 
the whole ftay of breac, and the whole ſtay of wateF (that is) 
every thing, that thy foule tooke delight in , being but fleſ, 
where art thouthen ? upen the ground, a dezected man, thy ipi- 
rit is quite fallen ; why then afſure thy ſelfe , thoadidſit make 


fieſh thy foote and thy arme too, thereon thou didlt trult, and not 


onGop : Fleſbuheld thee, and not ſpirit; hadſt thou truſted in 
CG © D, He had upheld thee now, never more fhirmely then when 
the ſtay and haffe of the creature is taken away: Then The Arme 
ofthe Loyd upholds moſt glonioully, when 1t ſultaines alone, made 
bare of fleſh. 1 know ſome ſaddain diſaſter, ſome unexpeRted 
breach ( yet nothing is ſuddain or unexpeRed to a Faithfull man) 
may make his confidence quaile, andhis ſpirit fall : but if he fall 
flat, and there lye with his face upon the ground, and uponſeri- 
ous conſiderations, cannot raiſe himſclte and get up his ſpirit, 
then certain it is, The creature was his ſtay and confidence, 1 
meane thus,It when the ltay and ſtaffe is taken away, the heart 
fainteth away and dyes. It the ſpirits be funke then,they will 
not up again zthen certain it is, That #ay and faffe,beit ys 1 
of gold,þsband,wife,or childe, that was the prop that ſtayedt 
heart up:but now theſe bearers,theſe [upporter; are taken away, 
the perſon 1s down, his {pirit flat and ſunke. 

But thou mailt ſay, Th-u waſt never put to that ſtrait yet; 
Ged never yet tooke from thee the ſtay and ftaffe. Say, Blefſed 
be His Name. And yet doe not tr»ft to this rr»ft, doe not bee 
conhdent ofthis ſtrength. It isnot tryed yet as gold inthe Fur- 
nace. That which holdsthec up now , may not be ſufficient m 
the day of Trouble. Thou thinkeſt now, That Thou docſt truſt in 
God,and He upholds thy Spirit, whereas perhaps the creatures 
as ſtay and thy ſtaffe ; Examine thetruth of this betimes, and 
taKe — of experiences from what Go Þ hath done, 
and frem promites what He will doe, and all tomake ___ 
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ment of this Truſt in God, Tillour Rtrength be tryed, tilt we 
have ſome experience, we cannot tell how great the rebellion of 
the fleſh will be under Gods afflifting hand. It is an calie thing 
to be val:ant before the combar, to dreame of a good c e 
before the heart be tryed, : but indeed To bee unſhakenin . 
millt ofatempe't;and Toftand upright, when the ground under 
us doth trembl.,This 19to know affaredly That we areſtrong in- 
deed, That we have bolineſſ and can truſt perfett ly, 

Surely never was tkere more cauſethen at this time, To /ee 
our hope tn Go D,To make good our confidence, To exerciſe this 
erace of faithaud rrwuft, To looke back to what God hath done, 
dow wonderfull He hat'r wrought for thoſe that pnt their truſt 
m Him : And fo to gatherexperrence, that 15 4 mranesto 
fupport the heart, and tocngage it totraſt in God, 

lrememacra paſſage, which ſurely is worth the noting, this 
tis. Davidcomes haſtily to Abimeleck,, and afterfomegree- 
ting, and ſome other patiages betwixt them , dewands of the 
Prieſt, Whether he could help him to a froyd ? Ye, laid the Prieff, 
kereis in mykeceping The ſword of Goliah the Phitsſtine, whom 
Thon SEEWEST: Tt thou wilttake rhat, take it, for here 1s 
noother.

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of all the faithfull inall times will give cleare evidence here- 


unto. 

The praftiſe of Luther runs parallel with this of Nehemiah ; 
g Hell gates opened upon him, when he opened his meuth ferGed, 
1nd for His caw/e,and to promote His Glory. It is notable tb reade 
how Luther encouraged Melanchrhoxn againk hisoppreſſing feares, 
«20d himſelfealfſo i» The Loxp : The enemy lives ſaid Me- 
larchthon and is ſtrong : Go Þ lives for ever, anſwered Luther, 
indis Almighty, We cannot beare up againſt thetide of ſuch 
oppoſition, faid Melanchthon, an excellent man, bur his ſpirit 
was fallen at that time quite : Nor men, nor Devils can hmder 
now we are in Gods way,and upen His worke, ſaid Lather;We 

Gop along with us, His cas/e is in our /4ip,though the torm 
iſeth high, yet God is above ; The floods of ungodlineſſe ſhall 
not make us afraid : That Godis withus, (He is with us while 
weare with Him :) that.it is His cauſe we are engaged upon, 
an{wereth all doubts, filenceth the reaſoning of a timerous ſpi- 
itand fortifies it mightily againſt all diſputes and debates from 
within the ſoule or from without. 

The great queſtion is now, will Godreftore Iernſalem ? ſhall 
her breaches be made up ? ſhall her waZbe raiſed even now ? This 
is the queſtion, and it-is much doubted, and the very belt have 
carefull thoughts about it. But ſurely they doe not well to be 
ocarcfull, neither dothey wiſely inquire into the matter. It is 
true; Jeruſalemswal and her breaches there, ſhould take up the 
brt-borne of our thoughts ; but not the time when, nor the man- 
7 how theſe breaches ſhall be —_— and the wals ſet up. 
Thetimes and ſeaſons tor the accompliſhing hereof, the meanes 
too, and the manner how, The Father hath pus in His own power.

twll. And yet His patience is not wearied, though at every dif- 
kculty, and croſſe way, we are at aſtand, He works gloricuſly 
every day,and reviveth (til bis ſervants hopes : And yet He may 
not make the earth to bring forth i» exe dey, »07 a Nationtobe 
borne 4 exce ; and what area tew yeares in His account ? not fo 
much as a few minntes in ours. The earth (hall bring forth, even 
to our largelt expeRation,That 1s certaine ; And the manchilde

their force and fraud both : And how prevailing by theſe wayer, 
This Adverſary is, we may collect by the inſtrument, The Lox v 
brings forth againſt him, Hu ſore,and great,and ſtrong ſword ; very 
comfortable to the Church all this,but it is very ſtirring and cone 
manding to keep their watch ſtrong, their garments white and 
cloſe girt unto them. Bee fober,bee vigilant becauſe your adver- 
ſary the divell, as a roaring lion, walketh about ſceking whom 
he may devoure. The concluſion is, The Rightcous muſt be full of

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bring forth, lyeth in the fame wombe of darkneſſe alſo : Wee 
cannot ſee into an hopre before us. Happy is that man that 
makes his watch ſtrong, that fortifies himſelfe in The Lord his 
Ged,That keeps himſelt in His feare all the day long, and night 
alſo; That cloſth his eyes with Gop, and makes his Chrift the 
end of his thoughts : ſo (leeps, as inthe lap or arms of The Al- 
mighty. This manis prepared, and what ever the cry be, with 
which he is awakened, he is in a readineſle, his /ojves girt, his 
lampe burning, and oylefor ſupply. So he goes forth to meet, and 
if ke mect withenemies, nay, with devils, he is in areadinefle, 
and as bold as Lion : But if he goe forth to mect his Lonp 
wdCurisT, Obow joytullis he | Him heferved all his life 
long, With Him his laſt thoughts cloſed , when he fell aſleep : 
therefore in the morning of his awaking, he is bold, and conſt» 
dent, joyfull and gled ; all his dayes he watched for this rime, 
as the \Vaxch-man for the morning, 

Todrawto aconcluſion. Truly this Mother-City,the City of 
God, have done even thus as we heard, and as weall ſhauld doe : 
ſo they wait for Gep, ſo they /ove Gob, ſo they feare Him, 
fothey Tryin H1 x , fo they obey : And, to make clear proot 
that @ they do,ſo watchtull they are over the Adveriary, And 
themſcelves,. And fo,they thank thei Gor, they have profited 
very much by all the harred,the bard words, wngodly deed: trom 
the adverſary : bis violent dealing hath made their /ove the hot- 
ter, their fe<re more retines, and fixed, their confidence better 
bottomed, more ſetled upou the rock, their obedience more pure, 
more fingle,and wore hearty, and their warch a thouſand times 
ſtronger, againſt their enemies, andover themielves.

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neſie, that ſhe cannot diltruſt him now. * Onr fathers truſted 
ia thee : What follows ? Thou didſt deliver them : They cryed 
wnto thee, and they were delivered. Though we are full of chan- 
ges,yet God 15 the fame to His Church forever : And to diſtruſt 
now afterall this, were a provocation as was theirs (by «»be- 
liefe ) attheSx A,even at the RED Sea, The Church cannat 
queſtion Gods love to her, nor dare (he queſtion His Power ; Hee 
is GoD, The King of His Church, He reigneth in the mid(t of 
His enemies, and then like Himſelf, moſt gloriouſly. He brought 
along a upon His people for TyuE 1K Goonp.He hath 
ordered our diltraQtions fo, that they have beene for owr good, 
How ſo? Gop will have it ſe,and we need not ask a queltion, 
when weſce it tobe fo, diſtraftions for Go 0D. They have ten- 
ded tounion, and joyning together, the good with the good ne- 
ver faſter, the bad with the bad never cloſer, like the icales of 
the Leviathan, they (tick together that they cannot be fundred.
